Evelyn Richter, Denver laboratory 
technologist, is Just around the cor­ 
ner.

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ARGENTINE TROUBLE 
It is atx>ut time for the American people, 
interested more than ever in South American 
markets sinor Europe is shut off, to give some 
serious attention to Argentina. That coun­ 
try, the richest in l^tin -America, has now 
shut off all imports from the United States. 
The embargo may be only temporary. It 
is explained as “a drastic move to conserve 
dollar exchange” in an emergency. The coun­ 
try has been hard hit by the closing of 
European markets and the lack of exchange 
with our country. The latter is a result of 
our refusal to buy Argentine products. 
We are now right up against the hard fact 
that the Argentines can’t buy from us unless 
we buy from them. It is unfortunate that 
their chief products for export are like ours 
and we don’t need them. Rut at a time when 
European dictatorships arc working harder 
than ever to win their business and friend­ 
ship and undermine our influence, it is mere 
common sense to make special efforts to hold 
them in line. 
Argentina’s bitterest complaint against us 
is our refusal to buy her beef. Of course we 
have plenty of beef of our own. But that 
country’s beef is its greatest pride, and they 


hit said to lie interested more in the principle 
than in “dumping” their meat products here. 
It would doubtless flay us to make some con­ 
fessions. Then they could and would buy 
more here, and we could come out even in 
trade, with their loyalty to Pan-American 
democracy thrown in. 


WERE YOU BORN? 
The rush for birth certificates goes on and 
on. It was heavy last spring when the United 
States government became more strict about 
entrance into this country from Canada. But 
the search of records and the demand for 
certificates liegan before that. 
Military registration now is added to 
social security, labor and civil service laws, 
professional licensing, deportation proceed­ 
ings and other expanding government and 
industrial activities requiring proof of age 
or 
citizenship.

thought it was a good idea to have aliens 
registered soon realized that it was going to 
lie important to be able to prove that they 
themselves were not aliens. 
It is surprising how much carelessness 
there has been in this m atter. In most big 
cities birth registrations do not go back even 
a whole generation. Private family records 
and names written in the Bible were the only 
proof of birth many persons ever had. 
The predicament of citizens without rec­ 
ords and tho extra work now’ thrust on 
health departments and vital statistics bu­ 
reaus should have one good effect. Birth 
registration will soon be required everywhere 
in tho United States.

MUSHROOMS 
“What I'd like to tell people is this,” said 
a health officer the other day. “If you want 
to pick mushrooms, go out into the woods 
and have yourself a time. But if you want to 
eat mushrooms, for your own sake buy them 
at a reliable store. So far this month we’ve 
had 29 cases of i>oisoninp, one of which 
proved fatal.” 
The queer thing about mushrooms is that 
there are so many varieties and so few of 
them are poisonous. But the bad ones look 
much like the good ones. Unless the picker 
or the cook is an expert, better leave them 
uneaten. 
But it is not sensible, either, to deprive 
the family of the pleasure and benefit of eat­ 
ing mushrooms because of the few bad actors 
among the goodly fellowship of safe and de­ 
licious varieties. The people who grow mush­ 
rooms for the market plant no bad ones. 
There a ir three safe courses: Learn about 
mushrooms, or buy them, or let them alone.

X-RAY TREATMENT OF HINTS 


Owing to the great number of sufferers with 
sinus trouble which so often affects the hearing, I 
have written a number of times about the treat­ 
ment by X-rays. Unfortunately, the X-ray treat­ 
ment does not help all forms of sinus infection and 
so discouraging reports of its use are recorded by a 
number of nose and throat specialists. 
Ors. W. B. Firor and C. A. Waters, Baltimore, in 
the American Journal of Roentgenology and Radiol­ 
ogy, outline a method of classifying the different 
types of sinus infection 
sinusitis according to 
condition found by microscopic examination. They 
find that: 
1. Most cases of acute or recent sinusitis clear 
up under the usual treatment of breathing sub­ 
stances up the nose, packing with adrenalin solu­ 
tions, withdrawing mucous by means of .suction and 
then washing out sinus. In this acute or recent type 
seen so often in those who have head colds, no 
X-ray treatment is needed. 
2. Where the sinusitis does not clear up but 
hangs on in a mild form, it has boon found that the 
lining of the sinus is extremely thick, thus lessen­ 
ing the air space (and ventilation) of the sinus. A 
sinus to be healthy must get good ventilation. In 
these cases with the thick lining, the X-ray treat­ 
ment gives good results. 
3. Chronic sinusitis with much scar tissue is not 
helped to any extent by X-ray treatment. 
4. Atrophic rhinitis, the third or dry form of ca­ 
tarrh, is another type of sinus infection that is not 
helped as much by X-rays as by some other methods 
of treatment. 
5. Sinusitis due to allergy—dust, pollen, fur. 
feathers, and certain foods 
is not helped by X-rays 
unless in addition to allergy some infection is pres­ 
ent 
6. In cases whrt-e there are masses of soft tis­ 
sue in the hack of nose and throat of children sqch 
as adenoids, together with a thickening of the lin­ 
ing of the sinus, both of which interfere with ven­ 
tilation of the sinus, treatment by X-rays gives ex­ 
cellent results. 
Drs. Firor and Waters believe that about 70 ;>or 
cent of "properly selected" c a s e s can !>o cured by 
X-ray treatment. They do not believe in prolonged 
X-ray treatment; they have obtained excellent re­ 
sults after four treatment (two a week) of IOO 
roentgens each 
The above findings enable the physician to de­ 
cide whether or not to recommend X-ray trcament 
in his sinus cases.

STEAMBOATS

No. 161—Mattawan 
Built during the Civil War, the 
steamboat 
"Matteawan" 
spent 
most of her career on the waters 
of New York 
Harbor and New 
Jersey ports. 
Later she came to 
the Hudson river in the excursion 
trade, and finally ended her days 
in the Rondout creek. 
Benjamin Terry built the wood­ 
en hull of the 
“Matteawan" 
at 
Keyport, New Jersey, in 1862. Her 
hull was 207 feet long, breadth of 
beam 27 feet eight inches, 
depth 
of hold IO 
feel. 
The "Matfea- 
wan’s" gross tonnage was 774, and 
her net tonnage was 674. Fletch­ 
er, Harrison & Company of 
New 
York built her vertical beam 
en­ 
gine which had a cylinder 
diam­ 
eter of 44 inches with a 12-foot 
stroke. 
The “Matteawan" was built for 
the Middletown Steamboat 
Com­ 
pany of New Jersey to operate as 
a freight and passenger vessel be­ 
tween Keyport, New Jersey, 
and 
New York 
city. 
Described 
by 
rivermen as “a very able boat," 
the "Matteawan" found little op­ 
position on her route through the 
Narrows, and continued in service 
on this route until the fall of 1880. 
A bit prior to 1880 Joseph Cor­ 
nell of New York purchased 
the 
Middletown Steamboat Compary, 
operators of the "Matteawan." In 
1879 the steamboat "Minnie Cor­ 
nell" was built at 
Athens, 
New 
York, 
for 
Joseph Cornell. 
This 
new vessel was powered with 
the 
engine of 
the .steamboat 
“New 
Champion," and 
was 
placed 
in 
I service on the Coney Island run 


by Mr. Cornell. At the beginning 
of the boating season of 1881 the 
steamboat "Minnie 
Cornell" 
re­ 
placed the "Matteawan" 
on the 
Keyport-New York route, and con­ 
tinued on the route of the “Mat­ 
teawan’’ until 
March 27, 1893, 
when she was destroyed by fire at 
Keyport. 
At the termination of her serv­ 
ice on

Keyport-New York 
route in 1880, 
the 
"Matteawan 
was purchased by John H. St aria 
and was then placed in service be­ 
tween New York and Glen Island 
in line with several other steam­ 
boats of the Starin fleet.

The "Matteawan" was in sen ice 
on the Glen Island run until the 
fall of 1904 when she was tran«-

Steamboat Company 
along with

York State Employment Service 
filled more jobs in private industry 
during August, 1940 than in any 
other August in its history, ac 
cording to a report today by In­ 
dustrial Commissioner Frieda S. 
Miller. 
The 30,259 private jobs filled re­ 
flected a much larger Increase 
from July than is usually expected 
and exceeded the number filled in 
August, 1939 by more than 77 per 
cent. A little more than one half 
the placements were perm an en t- 
expected to last for more than one 
month. Public jobs filled remained 
at about the same level as in July 
but were 53 per cent fewer than 
in August of last year. 
Total placements in the Kings 
ton area during August were 41 
jobs in private industry. 
New York city 
offices 
made 
more than half of the total pri 
vate industry placements and ac 
counted for a major share of the 
increased activity, with gains of 
42 per cent from last month and 
161 per cent from August, 1939 
Most of this expansion resulted 
from placements in the dress in 
dustry. Increased calls for letter 
shop workers also contributed to 
the general upswing.

Public schools have failed to cor­ 
rect beliefs rooted In superstition, 
according to a study made at the 
Pennsylvania State college by Ray 
A. Kurtz under the superviaion of 
Dr. C. C. Peters, director of re­ 
search.
